U. S. Steel Corp., a source close to Us? negotiations said today. 


Indications were the new agree 


ment would be reached by 3 p.m. 
today. The contract expires at mid- 
night Wednesday. 


Terms of the new contract could 


not be learned definitely. But one 
source .said it will include seven 
cents for wages and insurance plus 
improvements in pensions which 
are estimated to range up to five 
cents an hour. 


A union official said all of the 


big steel companies have signed a 
memorandum approving 
U. S. 


Steel's proposal. 


The proposal still must be sub- 


mitted to the union's 170-membcr 
wage policy committee for ratifica- 
tion. A union spokesman said, 
however, there is little doubt the 
policy-makers will ratify the agree- 
ment. They will meet immediately 
after the executive board session. 
Members of the executive board 
make 
recommendations to the 


wage policy committee.

French Admit. 
Troops Mauled 
From Ambush 


SAIGON, Indochina I/B — The 


French today announced abandon- 
ment of a strong point in central 
Viet Nam and admitted two days 
of Vietminh ambushes had mauled 
their withdrawing troops badly. 


The high command said French 


and Vietnamese forces pulled out 
last Fnday from An Khe, 250 miles 
northeast of Saigon and 40 miles 
west of the China sea coast. It had 
been in French hands since 1946. 


The French said their forces 


suffered "senous losses" in-an all- 
day fight with the Communist-led 
rebels last Friday and more dam- 
age in actions continuing into Sun- 
day. 


The high command said An Khe 


was abandoned in line with an 
over-all policy of regrouping the 
French forces in Indochina. But 
the withdrawal underlined Gen. 
Henri Navarre's admission earlier 
this month that a five-month cam- 
paign to smash the Vietminh in 
central Viet Nam had failed.

Ike? Winnie Call for Drastic Reducing 
Of World Arms Under Safeguards 


WASHINGTON tf> — President 


Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Churchill called today for "general 
and drastic reduction" of world 
armaments "under effective safe- 
guards." 


In a six-point statement of prin- 


ciples they also asserted their de- 
ermination to try to bring about 
conditions in the world in which 
he "prodigious" forces'of atomic 
energy "can be used to enrich and 
not lo rtcstroy mankind." . 


They held out to all nations, in- 


cluding Communist nations, "the 
hand of friendship," on the condi- 
tion that by "solemn pledge and 
onfirmiitg deeds these nations 
show themselves desirous of par- 
ticipating in a just and fair peace." 


The statement was released by 


the White House an hour after 
Eisenhower and Churchill conclud- 
ed their last meeting in the Presi- 
dent's office and said goodbye on 
the south lawn of the Whit* House, 


Churchill planned to leave by 


plane in the afternoon for Ottawa, 
Canada. 


In five days of talks here, the 


Prime Minister and the President 
overcame some British - American 
differences but left many, issues 
unsettled. 


Here are six points of the prin- 


ciples set out in their statement: 


1. The two men will continue 


"in intimate comradeship" their 
efforts "to secure world peace 
based upon the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter, which we reaf- 
firm." 


2. 'They extend "the hand of 


friendship" to all nations which 
prove they want to participate In a 
truce peace. 


3. They promise to use "eveiy 


peaceful means to secure the In- 
dependence of all countries" whose 
people want it. 


But, they said, "w« will not be 


a party" to any deal confirming 
or extending the "unwilling subor- 
dination" 
of 
once 
independent 


states "now in bondage"—an ap- 
parent reference to Communist 
satellites. 


4. They believe that "the cause 


of world peace would be advanced 
by general and drastic reductions 
under effective safeguards of world 
armaments of all classes and 
kinds." 
' 


5. They railed for the organiza- 


tion of regional security systems 
under Ui* United Nation^ charter 
and promised to support Ui,em with 
assistance "when desired by the 
peoples of the affected countries." 


6. They declared their intention, 


jointly and with other Allied gov- 
ernments, to build up and main- 
tain "the spiritual, economic and 
military strength" necessary to 
pureu* the purpose* they let forth.

The 
other two were listed as Joae Luis 
Salazar and Maurice Dubols.

house group sought support today 
for an uphill drive to lop close to 
a billion dollars from the Eisen- 
hower administration's S'/i-billion- 
dollar foreign aid program.

NEW YORK OB-Author Quentin 


Reynlods today won a $175,000 cash 
award and a token moral victory 
in a federal libel action against 
newspaper columnist Westbrook 
Pegler. 


An award ' of $175,000 levied 


against Pegler. the Hearst Corp. 
and Hearst Consolidated Publica- 
tions, Inc., was believed to be one 
of the largest, if not the largest 
hbel award ever made\n a, U, S. 
court. 


But the jury also awarded Reyn- 


olds only one single dollar to com- 
pensate him for loss of earnings, 
damage to his reputalion and men- 
tal anguish suffered over the past 
four years from a defamatory Peg- 
ler column on which the $500,000 
suit was" based. 


"I'm 
happy about the award, 


but I can't figure out how they ar- 
rived at that dollar," Reynolds saicb 
after the weary jury announced its 
verdict shortly before 1 a.m. Peg 
ler was not in court and the Pegler- 
Hearst lawyer declined to com 
ment. 


Lost Fortune, Claim 


Reynolds in the course of the 


seven-week case had claimed he 
lost a fortune in the magazine and 
entertainment fields because of the 
Pegler column. 


Federal Judge Edward Weinfeld, 


in charging the jury, declared the 
column, published in 1949, was de- 
famatory and libclous in itself as 
a matter of law. 


He urged them to "use your com- 


mon sense" in determining what 
compensation was due Reynolds 
for his principal claims of injury. 


In effect, the jury, which had 


been deliberating since noon yes- 
terday, decided he was not injured 
gravely at all. 


The $175,000 was awarded 
as 


punitive damages, which the judge 
had explained 
took in "actual 


malice . . '. ill-will, spite, hatred, 
intent to injure" and was also de- 
signed to prevent repetition of the 
offense and serve as a warning to 
others. 


End of Claim 


For Pegler it was the end of a 


carefully cherished claim that he 
has never been successfully sued 
for libel. Previous libel cases have 
been settled out of court with Peg- 
let- claiming he has never been as- 
sessed a penny in settlements. 


Tho jury divided its $175,000 levy 


among the three defendants: $100,* 
000 against Pegler; $50.000, the 
Hearst Corp., which distributes the 
Pegler columns to 186 newspapers; 
and $25,000 against Hearst Consol- 
idated Publications, which pub- 
lishes the local Pegler outlet, the 
New York Journal-American. 


Actually, because of a protective 


clause in Peglcr's contract, the 
Hearst interests and not Pegler 
will have lo pay the $100,000 levied 
against him. 
< 


There was an immediate motion, 


however, by Pegler's lawyer to set 
aside the verdict on the grounds of 
excessive damages. Judge Wein- 
feld will hear the motion Friday. „• 


Jury Deadlocked 


The jury also announced it was 


deadlocked in a counterclaim filed 
by Pegler which alleged Reynolds 
had' libeled him m a book review 
published in the New York Herald 
Tribune nine days before Pegler 
wrote his Nov. 29, 1949, column. 


In Pegler's column, Reynolds 


said he was depicted as a pro- 
Communist, a nudist and a man so 
unfeeling he would propose to a 
widow on the way to bury her 
husband. He said Pegler attacked 
his World War II career as a for- 
eign correspondent for Collier's 
magazine, called him "yellow" and 
"an absentee war coirespondenl." 


That column, Reynolds testified,, 


ended his 17-year association with 
Collier's and cost him J25.000 a 
year, made him "dead" in radio 
and television work (he estimated 
this loss at $52,000 a year) and was 
responsible 
for his being cold- 


shouldered in Hollywood, where ho 
once earned $100,000 a year. 


Ixing Feud 


The Reynolds-Pegler feud dates 


back 15 years to when Pegler and 
the late columnist Heywood Broun 
fell out. Reynolds, who had been 
f r i e n d s with both men, took 
Brouri's side. 


When Reynolds reviewed a bio- 


graphy of Broun he said Broun 
while dying brooded constantly 
over a Pegler attack. 


Pegler, admittedly i n c e n s e d , 


wrote Reynolds was accusing him 
of being morally responsible for 
Sroun's death and then wrote'the 
ibelous column. 


One of the charges in that col- 


umn was that Reynolds proposed 
o Mrs. Broun on the way to her- 
husband's grave, a statement she 
denied from the witness stand.

A heavy infestation of billbug 


was found in corn on the Joe Clay 
ton farm south of Ashton last weel 
and damage was heavy. Billbugs 
injure plants in two importan 
ways, the adult snout beetles ea 
small holes into the stems, through 
which they consume a quantity o 
tissue from beneath the surface 
These holes are made while the 
developing leaves are curled in th 
heart of the plant, and show up 
after the leaves expand, as trans 
verse rows of punctures or holes 
across the leaves. These perforatec 
leaves often fall or twist into a cur 
so as to interfere with the growth 
of following leaves. 


The second phase of injury, and 


the most harmful, is done by the 
larvae or grubs. These larvae feec 
upon the fibrous roots of the plant 


Gives Advice 
For Control 
Of Brucellosis 


URBANA—Have you any brucel 


losis on your farm? If so, you 
won't want to put your cattle and 
swine in the same pasture this 
summer, says Dr. H. S. Bryan of 
the University of Illinois college of 
veterinary medicine. 


Infected swine can pass this se 


rious disease to cattle, which in 
turn can give it back to swine. The 
results can be disastrous to your 
farm operation. Milk production 
may go down, infected animals 
may abort or have weak offspring 
and you yourself may develop a 
case o* Undulant fever from han- 
dling these infected animals. 


Your veterinarian will be able 


to tell you whether you have tins 
disease on your farm after he 
makes a blood test of your ani- 
mals. 


If you have a brucellosis prob- 


lem, you will want to get rid of it 
as quickly as possible. Separate 
your diseased animals from the 
rest of the herd, and market them 
as quickly as possible. 


Once you have a "clean" farm, 


it's easy to keep it that way. Keep 
a closed herd by raising your own 
replacements, or buy your new 
jitock from brucellosis-free herds. 
If you buy, be sure the animals 
have a negative blood test. To be 
extra sfffe, isolate them for 30 to 
(iO days, and give them another 
blood test before you add them to 
your regular herd. 


It's alho a good idea to blood-test 


your cattle and swine herds every 
year just to make sure the disease 
hasn't crept in during the year. 


A fine burail place for the dead 


is consideied more important than 
a house for the living in the Ryu- 
kyu Islands. 
, 


or in the stalk, causing a consider- 
able amount of damage. 


Brcjuue of the nature of these 


adult bUlbugs, there is no prac- 
tical control* for the*e insect*. 
A good rotation, possible fall 
plowing, clean cultivation and 
waiting until warm weather to 
plant are the bent ways to limit 
the activities of this billbug.

Protect your windbreak tree* 


and other evergreens from pests, 
not just from insects and diseases, 
but also from those two and four 
footed kinds that like to scratch 
against the trees or under them. 
Livestock break off branches and 
their sharp hooves trample the 
feeding roots that lie a few inches 
below the surface. Poultry expose 
the shallow feeding roots and peck 
buds and new growth. The best and 
cheapest way to control these pests 
is to put a good fence around eith- 
er the livestock and poultry or the 
trees.

Don't Let Fire 
Get Your Crop 


URBANA—Taking a few precau- 


ions during the small-grain har- 
esting season can help you be sure 
hat you—not fire—get the crop. 
»ays Wendell Bowers, University 
'f Illinois agricultural engineer. 
Most grain field fires are caused 


>y exhaust sparks, straw catching 
)n the muffler or tailpipe, fuel 
hat's leaked or spilled or over' 
eated engines and bearings, the 
llinois engineer says. And he adds 
hat prevention is many times 
more effective than trying to put 
ut a field_ fire. 
Before 'you begin 
combining, 


ook for holes In the muffler and 
lilpipe on your tractor, combine 
and truck. If the muffler is located 
where straw will catch on it, put 
a smooth metal shield under it. 
Also, check for leaks in the fuel 
line and carburetor. 


It's a good idea, Bowers says, to 


pull your truck to the grain tank 
instead of backing up to it. If you 
have to back up. check the muf- 
fler and tailpipe for any straw 
they may have picked up. 


When refueling, shut off the en- 


gine and let it cool a couple of 
minutes so that spilled fuel won't 
catch fire. While the engine cools, 
von can grease the machine and 
look for bearings and shafts that 
may have become wrapped with 
straw. 


Make sure the radiator or screen 


isn't plugged—and also check for 
a clogged air cleaner. Either of 
these conditions may cause over- 
heating—increasing the danger of 
fire.

School Kids 
Need More 
Milk to Drink 


URBANA— The average school 


child gets far less milk than is 
considered adequate in ten Illinois 
counties in the St. Louis milk- 
shed, even though consumption in 
these counties is well above the 
state average. 


According to a tabulation by the 


University of Illinois, consumption 
per student ranged from 14.8 quarts 
a year in Monroe county to 21.3 
quarts in Montgomery county. 


Farm economist R. W. Bartlett 


of the university says the state av- 
erage is 14 quarts of milk per stu- 
dent per year, but nutritionists 
claim that school children need 45 
quarts a year during school hours. 
That amounts to half a pint a day, 
which is the amount allowed under 
the state-federal school lunch pro- 
;ram. 


The tabulation shows other coun- 
ics rating as follows: Bond 23.4 
quarts; Madison, 22.5 quarts; Clin- 
on. 19.4 quarts; Pike. 18.9 quarts; 
Moultrie. 18.0 quarts; Perry, 17.1 
quarts: Washington. 16.2 quarts, 
and Coles, 15.3 quarts.

Know Signs of 
Trouble in 
Shade Trees 


URBANA—A shade tree that 


looks sad in August hasn't neces- 
sarily been attacked by insect* or 
disease. 


L. B. Culver, extension forester 


at the University of Illinois college 
of agriculture, says that shade 
trees also sorter from the heat and 
dry summer weather. So it isn't 
surprising that they lose some of 
their fresh, green spring look by 
late summer. 


For example, sycamore* are 


commonly nit by anthracnoM in 
cool, wet springs. The disease 
hurts their beauty but does not do 
serious, damage. You can suspect 
anthracnose when new leaves die 
and drop off the tree. You can get 
good control of this disease with 
three well-timed sprays.. But some 
people may prefer simply to burn 
the leaves. It is *ess effective than 
spraying but will help to break the 
life cycle of the spores that cause 
Uic trouble. 


Another common beauty-destroy- 


ing feature of shade trees are the 
galls that you'll find on Uie leaves 
of maple, oak, hackbcrry and hick- 
ory trees. They are caused by vari- 
ous insects, but are not so harmful 
to the trees us they are to its looks. 


Leaf scorch is a still more com- 


mon problem, especially in cities, 
where trees are damaged by re- 
flected light from buildings, side- 
walks and streets. Leaves die from 
scorch when the tree cannot supply 
enough moisture from the ground 
to keep the leaves fresh. You can 
help to prevent this condition by 
thinning the crown so that the tree 
doesn't have so many leaves to 
supply water to, or by fertilizing 
and watering so that the tree is in 
better condition to combat scorch. 


A sign of real trouble. Culver 


says, is sudden wilting and loss of 
leaves from^an entire branch. Then 
the tree may have been hit by a 
serious disease, or borers may be 
girdling the trunk.

The dairy situation is not improv 


ing, but it seems to have stopped 
getting worse. The reduction ii 
price-support level on April 1 may 
have had some Influence in bring 
ing about this change. 


Milk was being produced at a re 


cord rate x>f 128 billion pounds an 
nually before the cut in price-sup 
port level. This rate was about 4 
per cent above that of the year be 
fore. Production increased less 
than usual in April and May. 


Prices paid to farmers for milk 


have declined more than retal 
prices of dairy products, but it i, 
still too early'to know all the ef 
fects of lowering the prlce-suppor 
level.. 


In May the average price re 


ceived by farmers for milk was 
$3.50 per 100 pounds, 11 per cen 
less than a year ago. The average 
price for butterfat was 56 cents a 
pound, or clown 14 per cent from 
last year. These declines in prices 
to farmers arc less than the re 
ductlon of 17 per cent in the sup- 
port level. 


Full Benefit 


Consumers apparently have re 


ccivcd the full benefit of lowei 
butter prices. But retail prices for 
cheese do not seem to have gone 
down as much as might be expect- 
ed or as much as is needed to 
boost consumption. R e d u c i n g 
prices of cheese would probably 
increase consumption considerably, 
because there is no close substitute 
for cheese as there is for butter. 
Retail prices of fluid milk, ice 
cream and evaporated milk have 
declined slightly; purchasers of 
larger quantities have benefited 
most. Further cuts are likely, but 
It is still too early to tell how much 
reducing the price will Increase 
consumption. 


Economist 
generally 
maintain 


that price adjustments arc effective 
in balancing production and use of 
commodities. There is some evi- 
dence that the lower level of price 
supports since April 1 has brought 
us nearer to'a balance. For ex- 
ample, milk production did not In- 
crease «o much as usual this 
spring. Consequently tho annual 
rate, which was at a record high 


last fall and., winter, has dropped 
since April l. Butter production de- 
clined from an annual rate of 1.8 
billion pounds in March to 1.5 bil- 
lion pounds in May. Likewise tha 
output of American cheese dropped 
from 1.2 billion pounds in March to 
1.0 billion pounds in May. On th« 
other hand, the production and con- 
sumption of ice cream increased 
over last year. 


Supply On Hand 


There is enough butter and 


cheese in government refrigerators 
to supply all of us for 3 to 4 months. 
On the other hand, during the 12 
months ending In April, the in- 
crease in these products in storage 
was equal to only about 7 billion 
pounds of milk, or 5 per cent of to- 
tal output. Thus a moderate In. 
crease in consumption of dairy pro- 
ducts of a small decrease in out- 
put would bring production and 
consumption 
into 
balance. 
No 


marked improvement in prices of 
milk or butterfat is in sight because 
of the ready availability of larg« 
supplies of products competing 
with butter.

Frank Andrew, extension agri- 


cultural engineer at tho Univer- 
sity of Illinois college-of agricul- 
ture, says there are some new 
small portable grain augers now 
on the market that can be power- 
ed by an electric drill. 


Some farmers planning mor« 


grain storage this year may have 
overlooked tho fact that a lot of 
shoveling is involved between the 
combine and the bin, Andrew says. 
Especially in hot weather it's a 
good Idea to use powered equip- 
ment to move grain. With it you 
can avoid scooping and lots of oth- 
er back-breaking work.

Business Looks for Better 


Sailing in the Fall

NEW YORK—Having shot the rapids without major 


damage, businessmen at mid-year look for pleasanter sail- 
ing come fall. 


The summer doldrums may help in a number of cases. 


The factory shutdowns for July vacations should trim in- 
ventories a* little more, let new orders and consumer demand 
build up.

For fall the outlook is for more new orders on the books, 


better sales, fewer layoffs, high weekly work hours, with fac- 
tory employment rolls either at their present levels or rising 
if orders come in as now seems likely. 


Most retainers seem confident now that in the next six 


months they can equal sales volume of a year ago. Some 
think they surpass it. If so, it'll be -a Merry Christmas.

• 


Few in industry and trade, however, look for sharp 


'gains. They think, rather, that the long decline in business 
is over or about so. that the adjustment will continue here 
and there in some industries till fall, that after Labor Day 
there are likely to be more plus signs than minus ones in the 
economy. 


All but the most ardent booster, however, look for the 


upturn to be moderate and its pace as measures, and pleas- 
ant, as a wedding march. 


This confidence is a reversal in their thinking of six 


months ago. 
The year started on a pessimistic note with 


worry increasing as the early months brought a string of 
factory layoffs and shortened work weeks.

Industrial output continued its downward slide until 


May, a total drop of 30 per cent. 


Factory sales dropped eight per cent, with the Rales of 


durable goods down 12 per cent and the soft goods selling 
about as well as ever. 


In sections where the economy is based largely on the 


manufacture of durable goods, the winter and spring were 
not happy ones. 


Some manufacturers aren't out of the woods yet. As a 


a whole, they've knocked down their inventories of raw ma- 
terials by 10 per cent and pared their stocks-in-process a 
little, but it's only since late spring that their stocks of fin- 
ished goods have stopped piling up.

• 


The two saving notes in all this are: 
1. The consumer goes on buying about as much as ever, 


although shifting considerably from one class of goods to 
another and becoming more insistent in looking for a bar- 
gain. 


2. Earnings hold much better than output and sales. 
Tax cuts help in both instances. The consumer has the 


benefit either of less" of an income tax bite on his paycheck, 
if he's drawing one, or of unemployment benefits, if he 
isn't. On some goods, moreover, his dollar goes farther in 
the stores because of the excise tax cut. 


Many corporations showing lower gross earnings end 


up with higher profits after taxes because of the end of the 
excess profits tax. Many also have the benefit of more ef- 
ficient plant and machinery as a result of their post-war ex- 
pansion programs.

The Doctor Says: 


Be Careful in Sun, Avoid 
Sunstroke, Heat Exhaustion 


By EJNVIX P. JORDAN,. .M.D. 


With trio sun in the northern 


hemisphere beginning: to reach its 
greatest strength it seems advis^- 
able to say a worjd about sunstroke 
and heat exhaustion, both of which 
come from too much exposure to 
the sun or the affects of excessive 
heat.^ 
, Both are serious conditions and it 
is far better to prevent than, to 
treat them.

In serious 
sunstroke or heat 


stroke there is complete loss of 
consciousness. The face develops 
a peculiar red flush' and the skin 
5s hot and dry. 


Fever, sometimes up to 109 or 


more, may be present. Both the 
pulse and breathing are 
abnor- 


mal. It is a highly dangerous con- 
dition. , 


If the victim can be kept alive 


for two days recovery is prob- 
able. 
However, one attack 
in- 


creases the susceptibility to heat 
in the future. 


In sunstroke, the normal methods 


which the body has of maintaining 
its heat regulation seem to be en- 
tirely upset. It calls for prompt and 
even radical treatment.

Heat exhaustion is a less severe 


reaction to hot sun or excessive 
heal. It is related to sunstroke and 
shades gradually into the more ser- 
ious condition. 


However, most physicians differ- 


entiate between heat exhausUon 
and sunstroke because the latter ii 
so much more dangerous. 


In heat exhaustion, the princi- 


pal symptoms are dizziness," ex- 
cessive sweating,' decrease in the 
amount of urine, a feeling of great 
weakness, paleness and a" rapid 
pulse rate and breathing rate.

Generally speaking, people do hot 


become unconscious with heat ex- 
haustion. 


Sometimes muscles of the ab- 


domen or the limbs develop pain 
of a cramp-like nature. The mouth 
temperature is likely to be below 
normal or only slightly raised. 


Heat exhaustion tends to come 


on much more slowly than sun- 
stroke; headache, loss of appetite, 
constipation and muscular weak- 
ness may precede for several days 
the development of characteristic 
symptoms. 


Rest in a cool place for quite a 


long time may be enough to take 
care of heat exhaustion but other 
measures are often necessary.

Regular Care Is 
Needed for Rugs 


Many questions have come to 


University of Illinoi£iome furnish 
ing specialists regarding cleaning 
of rugs. Some general rules for nig 
care have been outlined by the 
rug-cleaning industry and are of 
fered by the Naiional Institute of 
Rug Cleaning. 


The Institute recommends a care- 


ful vacuuming (up to seven indivi- 
dual strokes) once a week, with 
quick "pickups" with a carpet 
sweeper on the other days. If you 
have no carpet sweeper, a liglil 
vacuuming (three passes over each 
area) is recommended as often as 


soiling conditions 
the traffic and 
require it. 


You'll get the "best results from 


your cleaner if it is properly ad 
justed to the density and length of 
pile in your rug. You can judge 
this by noticing whether there is 
unusual resistance as you push the 
cleaner over the rug. If there is 
unusual resistance, your cleaner 
should be adjusted to relieve the 
pressure. 


The nozzle on upright cleaners 


should be set to as high a position 
as is possible for you to still do a 
Rood cleaning job. Most of the new- 
er model tank and canihter clean- 
ers are equipped with a "suction 
regulator" that will reduce the 
pushing effort. 


Be prepared to keep your ward- 


robe crisp during vacation by pack 
ing traveling hangers nnd iron.

SCOTT AIR FORCE BASE, 111. 


CB—Seven air force officers and 
one enlisted man whose "future 
usefulness to the service" has been 
questioned will go before a board 
of inquiry here on or about July 8.

The Rainmakers: 
It's An Old Question: 
Can Man Guide Weather? 


Scientific Tests Are Under 
Way 011 ah Important Scale 


Editor's Not*—In one of man's 


earlient attempts at forcing rain 
from the nicies, he angrily fired 
cannon ball* at likely looking 
clouds. But iilnce a brilliant dis- 
covery in ISMfi* his attempt has 
been more scientific and in in 


• progreM on an Impressive scale. 


Here, In the first of three arti- 
cles, in the story of how he's go- 
ing about It.

WASHINGTON to— A scientist 


breathed into a hometype freezer 
eight years ago and started a 
miniature 
snowstorm 
that 
has 


grown into a blizzard 
swirling 


around this question: 


"Can man control the weather?" 
Tests of rain and snow making 


have been hailed as milestones of 
a new era in man's relation to 
nature. The faithful think it may 
be possible to break droughts' and 
hold back floods, sidetrack hurri- 
canes, prevent tornadoes and hail- 
storms and dissipate fog at air- 
ports. 


A Weapon, Al»o 


. Some even envision man using 
the weather as a weapon of war— 
bogging down the enemy's troops 
in mud, parching his food crops in 
burning sun, perhaps manufactur- 
ing , storms to be infected with 
germs or radioactive dust. 


Skeptics—including scientists of 


the U.S. weather bureau—maintain 
that evidence is far from conclu 
sive that weather control has any 
chance of being achieved on a 
practical scale. 


There is no clear proof, these 


skeptics say, that when rain in- 
creased it was due to artificial 
techniques—it might have rained 
anyway. 


A committee appointed by con- 


gress to evaluate the tests has not 
yet reported, but The Associated 
Press has surveyed representative 
rain-making operators, clients and 
scientists. 


Reach Conclusion* 


Their conclusions might read like 


this if you put them in form of a 
forecast: 


"Prospects unsettled over the 


nation. High enthusiasm followed 
by skepticism in some sections." 


Rain making projects were in- 


spired by what happened one day 
in 1946, in the laboratory of 'Dr. 
Vincent Shaefer, then of the Gen- 
eral Electric Co., in Schenectady, 
N. Y. 


Schaefer had been trying to dup- 


licate in the laboratory one of na- 
ture's "super-cooled" clouds — 
Clouds which contain water in liq1 


uid state even though the temper 
ature is below freezing. The water 
doesn't freeze because it is per- 
fectly pure.

But h 
couldn't produce snow even though 
he added to his clouds a varietj 
of materials—soap powder, sugar 
talcum powder and volcanic dust. 


An "Accident" 


Then one day he was having 


trouble keeping the freezer at lo\v 
temperature. 
He dropped some 


chunks of dry ice into the box. 


A miniature snowstorm devel 


oped before his eyes. 


The find touched off a host o 


• experiments Involving the "seed 
ing" of clouds with dry ice from 
airplanes in an effort to make 
them yield snow or rain. 


Schaefer and other investigators 


both civilian and military, claim 
they produced precipitation by this 
means—or at least that precipi 
tation quickly followed seeding. 


Later it was found that silver 


iodide, dispersed from planes or 
generated as a kind of "smoke" 
from devices on the ground, could 
serve the same purpose. Crystals 
of silver iodide closely resemble 
those of dry ice. 


The, theory is that these sub- 


stances provide "nuclei" for mil 
lions of tiny ice cryslals in the 
cloud. As the natural crystals at- 
tach themselves to the nuclei, the 
formation grows and eventually 
falls to the ground as snow or 
rain, depending upon the temper- 
ature beneath the cloud. 


"Super-Cooled" 


In general seeding works only 


on "super-cooled cloud?." Fortu- 
nately for the rain makers, a lot 
of these are floating around, even 
in the summer. But they are found 
only above altitude of about 12, 
000 feet. 


Silver iodide is supposed to have 


some advantage over dry ice be- 
cause it can be dispersed in a 
sort of "smoke" over relatively 
large areas. Also, it can be di 
pensed ' from generators on 
the 


ground. Dry ice must always be 
dropped from airplanes. 


Silver iodide costs moce per 


pound than dry ice, but a little 
goes a long way.
